WEWS SUMMARY.

Clty Affnire.

—On Saturday, in accordance with orders
received from Washington, four hundred and
eiﬁhti-lhres of the workmen at the Philadel-
phia Navy Yard were discharged,

—The eightieth annual report of the First
Day or ‘Sunday.school Soociety states that
during the past year 48 schools, embracing
099 teachers and 6877 scholars, have been
visited and aided by an appropriation of books
and periodicals to the mmount of 728750,
The Treasurer, Charles J. Sutter, reported
ibe receipts to be §1205°89, and the expendi-
tures $1070-47, leaving & balance on hand of
S1:0°50,

~—There has been forwarded to France
from the proceeds of the IFrench Fair,
throogh Messre, Drexel & Co., 2500 francs
(§5065) to Mr. Kuss, Mayor of the city of
Strasburg; £400 sterling to M. le Comte de
Hanjuy, st Bordeaux, and £800 sterling to
the BSeciely of Quakers, London (War Vie-
tims' Fund), for the wounded and destitnte
in France. The total remittance amouats to
$70G7.

—About ! o'clock last night a fire origi-
pated in @ closet in the third-story front
room' of No. 1033 Germantown avenue,
owned and occupied by a Mr, Stub, dealer in
hosiery and notions, The upper story and
roof were destroyed. From here the flames
communieated to No. 1635, ooccupied asa
bakery. The npper part of this bailding was
badly damnaged; the loss will be $:3000,

—On Saturday Revenue Deatective Hansa
and five or six others made a raid into the old
Riebmond distriet,

The paity arrived upon the infected ground
about 2 o'clock, and althongh a thorongh
search was made, the suspeoted parties had
evidently 1eceived notice of the movement,
and all that was found were five hogsheads of
mash, which were destroyed.

—Thursday's bombardment of Paris is
characterized as having been fearful, espe-
cially from the south.

—The capture of the fortified town of Pe-
ronne by the Germans secures a line of ad-
vance for the German reinforcements,

—The steamer Hornet snoceeded in land-
ing supplies for the insurgent Cubans at
Punta Brava, but the Spanish troops landed
shortly afterwards and captured the entire

—The French Foreign Office has protested
against the bowmbardment of Paris, on the
round that it was commenced without the
ormal notificution required by the usages of
civilized warfare,

~—Prince de Joinville recently appeared in
France and requested of General Chanzy that
a command be given him, The matter being
referred to Gambetta, he ordered the Prince
to leave the country under the penalty of
arrest. s

~—There being more movements for resto-
ration, Bismarck, on being approached upon
the subject, said that Prussia does nol desire
to interfere with the internal affairs of France,
but will treat with any de jaclo government
that will make peace, #

—Count Bis narck is preparing a circular
showing that abundant and unprecedented
facilities existed for victualling Paris at the
very time of the refusal by the French Pro-
visional Government of Germany's most
liberal proposals for an armistico.

A for-
vent prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. Boyle,
of Fairfield, and Rev. Mr. Walker then
preached a short sermon on the dispensa-
tiona of Providence spoken to ns in onr
daily life, and beaought his hearers to follow
the Divine injunction and watch, for they
know mot at what honur the bridegroom
cometh; for, as the Boripture was written
bundreds of years ago, £e it is taught us to-day
to more fully impress upon our minds to st
our house in order and be always ready.

Rev, Mr. Boyle then made some elognent
remarks npon the decensed, whose ‘‘life's bat-
tle was over.” He spoke of him as‘‘an ardent,
devoted friend,” aa any one whom he was
ecquainted with will rise up and testify to
here in this valley where he was known so
well. An ardent friend, he was also an
earnest worker who has written  |his
higtory on the pages of Lis counabry,
and who did what he oonld with his
whole soul. *“*As a laborer our as a represen-
tative in the halls of Congress, he was never
indolent; he never lost any time, but was
always employed for the good of his family,
bis people, and his country.” Ilis were the
works that go to make great men.

ANOTHER STEAMBOAT DISASTER.
e i
THIRTY LIVES REPORTED LOST,

Mewmpuis, Jan, 15.—The steamboat T. L.
MeGill, from 8Bt. Louis for New Orleans, was
burned at *‘Shoo Fly" bar at 0 o'clock last
pight. The fire broke out aft, and owing to
a gale prevailing, the flames spread rapidly,
and the passengers had barely time to rash
to the bow and plunge into the river before
the fire was upon them. 7o add to the hor-
rors of the scene, the weather was very cold,
and many who plunged into the river were
chilled, and sunk to rise no more.

The boat had been aground for two days,
and had unloaded two hundred tons of her
freight in order to get over the bar. She had
on board 900 tons of general merchandise,
including pork and coal oil. Just as the
passengers were preparing to retire an alarm

of fire was raised, and a general stampede
ensued,

The steamers 5t. Francis and Ann White,
which had passed her, were several miles
above, but seeing her on fire turned back, and
arrived in time to render valnable assistance.
The H. C. Yergar being near by also rendered
assistance. The Ann White brought up 36
persons picked ug:lon the shore,

It is probable that thirty of those on board
the steamer when the flames were discoverad
are now dead, and that the number includes
four women and three children.
